Fiscal Year Just Closed Shows a Surplus 


of $91,287375, the Largest 


Since 1890. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—So far as working purposes are 


concerned, the fiscal year of the Government closed today. Finan- 
cially the,year has been a most prosperous one for Uncle Sam. He 
has closed his books with a surplus of substantially $87,000,000, 
one of the largest net balances he has ever had. In the fiscal yeaj 
1902 there was a surplus of $91,267,375, hut that was the largest 
since 1890. While the official figures for the year will not be an- 
nounced until Monday, the figures available today are so nearly 
accurate as to leave little to be desired by the statisticians and 
students. 


The figures show that in the year just closed Uncle \Sam's 


income from his various sources of revenue was $605,306,134 and his 
expenditures $578,376,709 as compared with receipts of $594,545,121 
for the last fiscal year and expenditures of $568,784,799, the surplus 
in that year being $25,669,322. 


There has been a tremendous increase in the receipts in the 


year just closed, as is apparent from the figures, while the expendi- 
tures have been only about $10,000,000 in excess of the last year. 
The largest increase in receipts has been from customs, although 
internal revenue has shown a big gain, the receipts from the differ- 
ent sources this fiscal year having been as%follows: 


Customs, $333,230,125; internal revenue, $276,309,388; miscel- 


laneous, $61,766,619. 


The receipts from the same sources in the last fiscal year were 


as follows: 


Customs. $300,251 877; internal revenue, $249,150,212; miscel- 


laneous, 1*0,172,197. 


There has been no year in the history of the country in which, 


the receipts from customs came within many millions of the present 
year. The receipts last year held the record up to that time, and 
this year's income from that source is about $33,000,000 in excess 
of last year. 


Internal revenue receipts likewise break all records except dur- 


ing the Spanish war period, when special taxes were being collected 
to carry on the war. 
Since the \sar taxes were wiped out there has 


been nothing to compare with this year in the large receipts. 
The 


expenditures in the different departments of the Government in the 
year now closing were as follows: 


Civil and miscellaneous, $124,112,843; war, $101,672,313; navy, 


*97,605,079; Indians, $15,140,004; pensions, $139,290.932; public 
works, $76,050,552; interest on public debt, $24,504,582

surplus money left for sinking a large 


n'rt Issue. The svstem has furnished 


oxer $10,000 worth of water free to 
the city each jear 
It has paid the 
Interest on the development bonds and 
sunk many of them, all out of the 
revenues from the sale of water 
The commission now asks that the 
city pay for the -water H uses, that the 
Interest and sinking fund be met' by 
the city, and that the revenues Crom, 
the water system be left for further 
extension of the general system. 


BALANCE 18 SHOWN. 
Figures quoted show that despite 
extraordinarily large expenditures, be- 
sides furnishing the water used by the 
various cltj departments, including the 
parks, the wa{er system has a balance 
of J4000 to Its credit since tho com- 
mencement of work on a long water 
tunnel In June, 1903.

BALLOONS OF THE ARMY 


Government Purchases Apparatus for Ex- 


periment in War Maneuvers—Hew 


West Point Rotes. 


Army people are very much inter- 


ested in the purchase abroad of a tel- 
ephote camera for «s» on,iclte* and 
balloons. Ttito camera marks a new 
departure in telephotography. The 
Signal Corp* has made frequent use 
of photographic apparatus in the field, 
and has already had experience. In 
taking photographs from kites and 
balloons. 
In 
photographing 
from 


k'ltes promising results have been ob- 
tained by the use of the 
ordinary 


cameras. In order to get photographs 
of sufficiently large slse to be of use 
in showing the details of distant ob- 
jects, the cameras hitherto used have 
been very bulky. The telephone cam- 
era ts expected to supply a want in 
that direction, since it produces pho- 
tographs showing details in distant 
objects without a corresponding In- 
crease in the size of the camera. Tho 
type to 'be purchased gives an en- 
largement of six times. 
Experiments have 
recently 
been 
completed at the Springfield Armory, 
Massachusetts, to determine if It Is 
possible to prolong the accuracy life 
of the musket barrel without chang- 
ing its ballistic qualities. 
The experiments demonstrated that 
the loss in accuracy of a musket is 
proportionate to the amount of ero- 
sion occurring near -the bullet seat. 
Hereafter candidates for admission 
to the Military Academy at West Point 
will receive no benefit from certifi- 
cates of studies satisfactorily pursued 
at other schools. 
The credit of certificates was re* 
garded as a discouragement of special 
preliminary study, and then there was 
the difficulty of determining Just what 
colleges or schools should be recog- 
nized as qualified to give certificates. 
It was found that three-fourths of 
the failures at the January examina- 
tion following admission have been 
jimcng 
the certificate candidates. 
These are the same reasons that gov- 
erned the authorities of the 
Naval 
Academy in rejecting this mode of ad- 
mitting- candidates.

lamp. 
Tha Incident attracted 
such attention on College way that stu- 
dents Jiving across the street from the 
faculty man hastened to call the police 
to help their Instructor. 
Policeman Wickoff, on the orders of 


Sergeant Woods jot \ the department, ar- 
rested the woman and took her to the 
station, where she was held pending the 
swearing out of a warrant. This Cory 
was unwilling to <3o. . After taking her 
name and address the police rreed her 
and she was allowed to go to her home 
at 45 Treat avenue, San Francisco. The 
police only made .public their end of the 
incident yesterday, the 
report 
having 
been regarded by them as of little con- 
sequence to the public. 
Professor Cory's aide of the affair dif- 
fers materially from the servant's.

fication for immorality on the stage and in literature. 


*Ffo defenders of the licentious in fiction and histrionics say the 
/Tery people who regard the Bible as a holy book are compelled 


Sto admit that i it contains passages no author would dare to 
iprint nowadays. The Gospel of St. Mark is cited as a warrant 
,'for putting on the stage such morbidly sensual and obscene 
dramas as Oscar Wilde's "Salome." 


•It is an old saying that the devil can quote scripture on oc- 


casion. The use of tfce Bible as a justification for the lewd in 
ipictorial, dramatic and literary art is hypocritical profanation. 
It is adding impiety and sacrilege to indecency. It aims to cloak 


% 


lly falsehood gross offenses against sound morals, good taste 
and the elevating thought of civilization. It is an endeavor tfo 


v*-»* 


draw the mantle of holiness over the impure and corrupting. It 
is an attempt to make the word of God sanction the propoganda 
of depravity. Such devices, were they allowed to prevail, would 
degrade the Bible to the level of the "Decameron," the "Hep- 
lameron," "Balzac's "Contes Drolatiques," the "Arabian 
Nights" and the "Persian Letters" of Montesquieu, and the 
moral teachings of the Christian religion to the gross and de- 
basing rites of the Cyprian Venus. 


There is not a line in the Bible written with immoral intent 


or dictated by impure suggestion. Immoral practices and in- 
cidents are related, to be sure, but only in the course of historical 
narrative to explain the causes for certain events and occur- 
rences. The narration is essential to the general purpose of show- 
ing the evil consequences of disobedience to God and departure

from the paths <of righteousness and virtue. The rule of life is 
set forth in tte Dqcalogue, and nowhere is there any apology for 
violation <*T the Divine commandments issued to Moses. Vice 
is nevi-r gilded or robbed of its loathsome aspect by treatment 
intended to arouse the passions or stimulate impure imagina- 
tion. 


In places the Bible is brutally frank in designating cer- 


*» 


tain offenses a'gainst decency and the word of God, but this 
plainness of speech is the direct reverse of an appeal to the 
animal in man. It calls a spade a spade, but with ttie evident 
purpose of discouraging bestiality and wickedness. 
Nearly 


every story of carnal filth carries its own moral; none makes 
vice attractive. Nowhere within the sacred pages is a glamor 
thrown over lust. Sin is everywhere held in reprobation. The 
destruction of Sodom, the fate of Absalom and the punishment 
of David all point a moral, teach the lesson of morality and 
continence. Solomon's fall is not condoned, and Judah's con- 
duct with Tama is shown to be wicked. 


How different it is with the modern authors and play- 


wrights who present the vices of mankind in a manner to stir 
the blood with prurient suggestion and stimulate the gross 
appetites of the flesh? Their works do not breath reverence 
for virtue and purity. On the contrary, impure suggestion is 
the motif, and the depiction, whether by literary artince or, 
questionable situation, is an appeal to lawless passion. Where 
fiction of this kind deals with historical fact, it throws a glamor 
oyer social corruption, and heats instead of cooling the blood. 
And the record is falsified to inflame the sensual instinct. 


There is no more notable example of the vicious inspira-^ 


tion of this class of literature than Oscar Wilde's'' Salome.'' In 
this putrid production, the author blasphemes religion bft dis- 
torting the plain narration of a hideous crime that a pretext KIZ 


be given for presenting a scene of surpassing vileness on"* 


stage. Wilde took his cue from Ernest Eenan, who conjured up 


from his imagination an amorous passion on the part of Salome 


for John the Baptist. There is no warrant for the supposition^ 


the New Testament. The lascivious dance of the Seven Veils wa 


improvised from the simple statement of St. Mark that Salome 
"danced before the king and those that sat with him." The 


disgusting sensual court that Wilde depicts Salome as paying' 


to the prophet in the presence of the King's guard is merely 


the fruit of a foul imagination. H; is intended to be an indecent 


exhibition, and it is. The language of the apostle conveys no 
hint that the King entertained an amorous passion for his step- 


daughter. Wherever Wilde has departed from the sacred text 


or the inferences reasonably to be drawn from it, he has done so 
to make an open appeal to sensuality. Tt is all a monstrous 


perversion of the simple story of how John the Baptist came 


e 


to his end, having for its object an appeal to brutish eroticism. 


Every other author, from Sudermann to Saltus, who 


apotheosizes hist in literature is guilty of the same offense as 
Wilde. All are tarred with the same brush. All are corrup- 
tionists, and all are hypocrites. They cultivate the bizarre and 
unnatural in sensual license, but none of them has the courage 
to frankly stand forth and reveal his blackened and blaste% 
moral nature in its repulsive nakedness.

Repeating Itself in France. 


Through the refusal of the wine-growers of southern France 


to pa> .their taxes, unless the government protect their interests by 
prohibiting the manufacture and sale of wine imitations and the 
adulteration of wine, a page of recent English history is being re- 
peated. 
Toward the close of the administration of the Balfour min- 


istry, the Bntsh parliament under whip and spur passed an educa- 
tion act and put it into operation which was most objectionable to 
the Nonconformists of England and Wales, to which sections of the 
United Kingdom its provisions applied solely. 
The purpose of the' 


act was to sectarianize the public school system by placng it abso- 
lutely under the dominion of the established church through com- 
pulsory religious instruction in schools receiving government aid 
in accordance with the.canons of the Church of England. 
Roman 


Catholic^ support was secured to the bill by a special provision cov- 
ering the parochial schools. 
The funds for the mnintenance of the 


public school system were obtained from a special tax levied on all 
fate-p.iyers alike without regard to denominational affiliations. 
In 


this way the Nonconformists of England and Wales, who dissented 
from the teachings of the established church, were required to pay 
a tax for the education of their children in religious doctrines wl 
they conscientiously opposed or to impose upon themsehes the extra 
tax of supporting independent schools. 
The principality of Wales, 


being overwhelmingly Nonconformist, openly revolted against this 
scheme of proselytism. So also did the English Nonconformists. 
They passively resisted the education tax. Property was seized 
and sold to cover the tax, the resisters being systematically protected 
from loss or suffering through the drastic measures adopted to levy 
the tax, by a well-organized anti-edttcat'on tax combination. The 
government was timid about going to extremes, for the Balfour min- 
istry was on the eve of dissolution and, with its overthrow, which 
loon iollowed, Campbell-Bannerman assumed the reins of govern- 
ment pledged to provide a remedial amendment to the obnoxious act 
which would remove the chief Nonconformist grievances. 
If these 


have not been removed already they are in a fair way of being re- 
moved. 


The wine-growers of the southern departments in France have 


adopted the tactics of the British Nonconformists by resisting the 
Myment of taxes levied for governmental support. 
Howe\ er, the 


Impulsive French wine-growers have not been content to make the 
ftsistance wholly passive and force the government to incur greater 
defense to collect the taxes due than the revenues derived will 
amount to, but they have gone to extremes and compelled the gov- 
ernment to emplov military assistance. The passive resistance of 
i 
tbc English and Welsh Nonconformists made it impossible for the 
British government to employ military force. The Mayors of mu- 
a^ctpalities in the wine-growing departments of France, and all of 
ifccir civil officers, resigned en masse, which threw everything into 
chntt»and political chaos. Such a policy could not fail, of course, 
|»rircsiilt in disorder and riot and produce a condition of anarchy, 
»0 suppress which military force had to be employed. This feature 
ifrtbe French wine growers' resistance is producing some of the 
Macs which were familiar during the French revolution, and the 
Cirrcrnmrnt realizes that it mu->t resort to the most drastic measure*

International Exposition Failures. 


The project for holding an international exposition in Berlin 


in 1913 to celebrate the quarter-centenary anniversary of the Kaiser's 
accession to the German throne was finally killed yesterday by the 
Chamber of Commerce, where the movement was started, by a 
decisive vote of its members* It may sorely wound the pride of 
the Kaiser, but it is not likely to lead to the prosecution for lese 
majeste of those who voted in the negative 


The hard-headed merchants and bankers of Berlin have taken 


note of the fact that no modern international exposition held during 
a long period in the past has been a paying affair. 
Indeed, for at 


least two decades past every world's exposition has been a miser- 
able financial failure, terminating, in some cases, in something 
akin to financial disaster. The Jamestown exposition, which is 
now being held, is no exception to the rule, although, like its prede- 
cessors on American soil, it has rcc<'i\ ed large financial aid from 
the Federal Government. Its management is making a heroic effort 
to minimise the coming disaster, by reducing expenses on a large 
scale. But the spirit of economy has been aroused too late. 
The 


damage has already been done, and its fate is sealed beyond the 
possibility of any power to thwart it. 


As a matter of fact, the international exposition idea has been 


entirely overdone, and there is a strong popular sentiment develop- 
ing throughout the countr} against the granting of Congressional 
aid to any more enterprises of this class for at least many \ears 
to come. All of the world fairs held in the United States since 
the Columbian Expositon at Chicago have been, in a broad measure, 
merely inferior copies of that affair, and the patrons of expositions 
have, in consequence, become niuseated 


The Los Angeles announcement that Francis Murphy, the 


venerable temperance advocate, is neanng death, recalls one of the 
most picturesque figures in the work of social reform in the country 
a quarter of a century ago. 


The appointment by the Supreme Court of New Hampshire 


of a United States district judge as master-in-chancery to determine 
the competenc) of Mrs Mary Baker Eddy, founder of the Christian 
Science cult, practically places the fate of the big fortune she has 
accumulated, over whose disposition the contention which is being 
waged has risen, under Federal jurisdiction.

Griffith isn't a talkative person. 


As a matter of fact, the verbal man- 


ner of the grim .looking skipper of the 
Yankees I* nearly always 
monosyl- 


lable. 
Hli comment on the biggest 
sort of a piece of baseball news Is 
ordinarily made in abcut four of the 
briefest and gruntiest of Saxon words. 
Griffith is a Welshn-an by descent, 
ai.d in ancient times Welshmen were 
known for the floridness of their ut- 
terances. 
Griffith belies all that. His 


really com ersatlonal moods are as rare 
as laby T hite elephants. So that it 
was a sure enough 
experience 
to 


catch him in a talking humor—or at 
least In »n open mood wherein he 
could be prodded to conversation—at 
his Washington hotel one night. . 


Something was said about baseball 


playing "crabs." Griffith's gaunt, dark 
face lighted into a half smile at the 
word. Be had Just had his dinner cof- 
fee, and appeared to be in a little pe- 
riod of expaniiveness. 


"CRAB' ALL OVER CIRCUIT. 
"'Crab'—that's a word I'm growing 
used to," he aaid. "They've been plas- 
tering It on nte ever since I became 
a manager. 
I'm a crab all over the 


circuit—a crab and a grouch. It's 
an unusu.il thing far me to sprint 
Into one of the coaching boxes without 
getting that crab nosegay tossed at me 
•y somebody !* the stand or bleachers 
My own bunch of fans over In New 
Tork let me have It quite frequently. 
They Hk< the team, and they seem 
to appro, e of my woik as a general 
thing—but c good many of them have 
got me doped, handicapped, and reg- 
istered as a crab, ail the same. 


"Well, there must be something in it. 
They can't all be wrong. I'm beginning 
to believe that there Is something in 
It. 
View* d from the point of view of 
these blossom tossers, I guess I am a 
crab. If J am one—and I guess there's 
no use denying it—it's a sure thin*; 
that fve only Joined one crustacean 
crowd since I began to manage a ball 
club. 
When I was just a /linger I 
wasn't any crab. I was a real good 
natured person, bent on winning my 
own ball games, and with nix another 
care In the world.

except for yourself. But it's different 
when you are responsible for a lot of 
other people as Individuals and for the 
collective team, and for the kind of 
work the team does and the sort ol 
goods th<> team delivers.

Our home team has been hitting the 
ball, and that, like catching the rabbit, 
is the main thing in making hare soup. 
The list of batting averages pub- 


lished In THE TRIBUNE the other day 
were very flattering to the home team, 
and in a measure proclaims the reason 
of Oakland's good fortune in the base- 
ball battle for supremacy up to date. 


All of Van Haltren'* men are hitting 


the ball with gimp and gumption, and 
there Is rarely a time when a htt is 
needed that one of the home- team can- 
not come through even against the 
most stalwart slabmen In' the Coast 
League. 
The fielding of the team has also 


been good, and If one Is to find any 
critical fault with the Oakland team it 
will be along the score of lack of alert- 
ness. 
Sometimes the Oakland team does not 
take hold of situations with that alac- 
rity which Insures success, but aa none 
of the other .Coast League clubs «an 
'plume themselves over much in this 
greatly desired end of the game. Oak- 
land Is not BO bad off. 
From the class of baseball they haye 


played, and that against all the teams 
In this league, it does not appear as 
though any of the Oakland fans need 
to be glum about the future. 
Had Oakland got away early in the 


season they would now be on top, but 
bad weather on the training trip caused 
them to play losing ball early In the 
season. 
But now that Oakland Is coming 


'through with the proper brand* of 
baseball, the fans should get busy, root 
for them, and help them maintain the 
posftkm they now hold, or, what is 
more-desirable, better that position. 


It,ms the time to root for the home 
tea* now, and It would be a good idea 
for the home fans to bear this In mind 
anrt do their own team full Justice. 


Had Oakland as good a team aa 


Portland the fans of that city would 
be boasting1 overtime, and certainly 
the Oakland fans should not be back of 
that city In anything. 


ORIOLES NEVER BUNTED, 


"A bunt was never attempted by the 


old Orioles, except with the Intention 
of beating It out for a hit. 
It was 


tried oftener with no one on the bases 
than It was with a man on first. Now- 
adays the main idea of the batter is 
to put the runner down to second, and 
he thinks he has turned a clever trick 
If he succeeds in doing so at the sac- 
rifice^ of himself for an out 
The old 


Baltimore Club did not ptey that kind 
Of a game. 
"With men on bases we 


used the hit and run very much more 
frequently than the bunt. Both, plays 
were developed nnd perfected 'by the 
Orioles, but the hit and run was the 
favorite for advancing a runner. The 
hit-and-run playv however, Acquires 
excellent batsmen, who. can be relied 
upon to hit the ball without fall and 
to hit It hard, keeping It on the 
ground. At Baltimore I had such bat- 
ter*—several of them, Kelley. Jen- 
nings, McGraw, Keeler aad one or two 
others were men who had the nerve 
and Judgment to carry a pitcher along, 
take a couple of strikes and then be 
sure of hitting the third one. •They 
never got anxious or excited at the 
bat, and they were not afraid to let 
a couple of good ones go by, and wait 
for tbe third, thus worrying and tiripg 
the opposing pitcher, and either get- 
ting a base on balls or an easy one 
to hit. The hit and run was our great 
play, and we constantly need It," says 
Ed Han Ion of Cincinnati, "and I at- 
tribute a large share of the auceesa of 
my Baltimore and Brooklyn teams to 
the wonderfully clever way la which 
that play was executed. Young play- 
era are not so good at the hit and run 
a* mere experieace* men, for they are 
apt to grow overanxious at the bat, 
and strike at bad balls %iidt they 
cannot hit advantageously.

slightest degree* the purpose and In- 
tent of the rulings. ,A clearing up of 
several disputed points is badly need- 
ed. Last spring several lengthy ses- 
sions of the Joli.t Rales Committee of 
the National and American Leagues 
were held In New York, and a few 
minor correctionu were made, but there 
is still plenty of cause for argument 
on certain plays. The large number of 
Inquiries as to the correct Interpreta- 
tion of certain rules, which are receiv- 
ed dally at this office during the sea- 
son U not a compliment^ to the clear- 
ness of the present code. 
Take, for 


Instance, a play which has caused a 
great deal of discussion recently. A 
batted ball strikes the umpire, stand- 
Ing on fair ground behind the pitcher, 
and bounds to the shortstop, who field* 
It in time to force a base-runner at 
second. Of course, the batter must be 
given a hit and the runner at second 
la not out. Any major league umpire 
knows this and will decide accordingly. 
But, where can you find a clear inter- 
pretation of thfs play in the 
rules 7 


Nowhere, and a player or umpire in a 
small town, who has no source of in- 
formation except the book, finds him- 
self at sea when called upon to decide 
such a point. 
The scoring rules also 


might be made much clearer, which 
would tend to uniformity and prevent 
many arguments. For Instance, a base- 
runner attempts a steal, reaches the 
bag, but sildes beyond It and is touch- 
ed out. Should he be credited with a 
stolen base? 
To give him a stolen 
base on such a play is simply .to en- 
courage record playing, for his failure 
to hold the bag has resulted in detri- 
ment to his team's chances of scoring 
in that inning. Any clever runner can 
steal bases If he is allowed to slide 
over the bag and be put out before he 
can get back. In the interests of team 
work, rather than individual records, 
no stolen base should ever be credited 
unless the runner holds the base. Some 
scorers give a stolen base on this bad 
play, however, though it is clearly un- 
deserved. This Is a point that should 
be cleared up In the rules. And there 
are plenty of others.

OOOD

The records for throwing baseballs are 
all in doubt. According to the generally 
accepted version, Ned Crane heads the 
record with 136 yards 1 foot % Inch, a 
record made at Cincinnati October 12, 
1884. If that throw was on the square 
It Is doubtful if ever it has been beaten 
It Is alleged that Hans 
Wagner has 
beaten it,and dan beat It again. 
Under 
what conditions the thrown were made, 
however, Is not now recorded. 
i 
Perhaps the fairest record Is that Triade 
in a match at Buffalo between Harry 
Vaughan 
and 
Jim 
O'Rourke, 
when 
Vaughan, throwing against a light breeze, 
iiUnled the ball 134 yards 2% Inches from 
tho line. Hans Wagner threw the bull 
134 \yards 1 f6ot' 8 inches at Louisville 
October 16t 1898, but those who were in 
the contest declare the wind favored the 
throw. 
It is now claimed that Wagner and 
Dougherty can beat any of these records, 
and Herrmann wants tham to get to- 
gether and contest with all the strong 
armed boys for gold medals and a bit 
of supper money, 
The debate as to which player can got 
to first base in speediest 
style 
after 
banting also may be decided—and I hope 
It will, for there Is more argument over 
that question than ever a split second 
wntch can decide. 
I have 
timed 
hundreds of playeri 
going to first base, and the difference of 
time between th« fastest and the slowest 
Is scarcely half a second in ordinary 
cases. And it seldom is the fastest man 
who mokes the best 
time. 
I 
caught 
Willie Keeler perhaps fifteen limes when 
he ran a shade under four seconds after 
the bat bumped the ball In an actual 
game. 
The fastest right bander I ever saw 
was Jimmy Callahan, and he was not 
a quick starter, but 
wonderful as a 
hprlnter. ' 
Yet Callahan was beaten time and 
again in straightway runs by men con-' 
tidered much slower. Ltange beat Calla- 
han and Everett in a Wg match on tho 
west Bide. 
That big fellow, I-Ange, I believe, went 
from flrst to second faster than any ball 
player ever Went, because he wound up 
at the base with a slide that cost nothing 
of his greajt

England J. W. SpaUIng paid 
"It Is astonishing the development of 
American baseball In Knglond. 
This 
game ie now, In my opinion, firmly es- 
tablished In the favor of the English 
public. The development has been slow, 
It Is true, but it has been sure onrt that 
Is, after all, the most Important point. 
"Several attempts in the past to in- 
troduce baseball In Bnnland met with 
failure, principally, 1 think, because the 
Introducers 
were 
entljely 
American. 
Last year the English fODtballers, wish- 
Ing to use their Idle grounds and keep 
themselves In trafnins. took up baselMil 
and formed a league of Bix clubs 
The 
first season was eminently satisfactory. 
True, the league did not make money, 
but they paid their expenses and 
did 
not Huatain a IOPS, \vliich was a veiy 
creditable Miowlng. 
At the final game 
lost yeai these weic 4000 people pies- 
ent. Tills year Instead r,f only nix clubs 
playing the game there art in the neiKli- 
boihood of Ixindon nearly forty, 
while 
otljei* clubs are being organized In Car- 
diff, Newcastle and different provincial 
cen ters. 
"The game as played In England 
is 
under the American rules and the char- 
acter of the ball played is sufficiently 
good for the skill of the players. 
In 
other words, they are plavlnp: all equally 
well and all progressing evenly. 
The 
teams, naturally, cannot be ej.pocle(5 to 
rank with the league teams of Americp, 
but they could hold their own, I believe, 
against the average amateur clubs of the 
States 
"The Interest that is being taken In 
the jgume itself by 
tho 
spectators Is 
typically American The crowds grow In- 
tense with excitement lust as American 
crowds do and fee-ling runn BO strong at 
some of the frames that the crowds have 
risen In anger and wanted to 'kill the 
umpire' for some unsatisfactory decision 
That shows m« more than anything else 
that baseball has caught on in England."

TOUR EUROPE Ift WHITE CAR 


George Hensley and R. Masson Smith 


Tour the Continent and Describe 


the Roads. 


George A- Hensley and R. Masson 


Smith of the Hensley-Green Company, 
San Francisco, started from London 
the end of February, 1907, for a tour 
on the continent 
A new model 


White steam touring car was shipped 
to them at London. 
A special top 


was built for the car In London. Mr. 
Smith arrived in San Francisco last 
week, having left Mr. Hensley in Mu- 
nich. 


"The start of tha trip was made 


from London. 
From there we went 


south through Hampton 
court 
to 


Portsmouth 
and 
South 
Hampton, 


where we shipped the car across *the 
channel to Havre. 
The roads were 


good 
There are not as many auto- 


mobiles in the town of London as 
there are In Paris, and the roads are 
also not as good 
Paris Is an ideal 


automobile city 
There are numerous 
French cars In London and several 
good makes of English cars. There 
are a gr«*at many White steamers sold 
In England. 
F A. Coleman, man- 
ager of the White agency in London,) 
Is enthusiastic and says that the de- 
mand for his cars is greater than 
the supply. When I left London Mr 
Coleman was north in Scotland, going 
over the course for an endurance run 
The White company have a big place 
on Kingley street, oft* Regent, and a 
large shop in the suburbs, where they 
have their testing plant and manufac- 
ture bodies there 
Practically all of 


the cars In France are sold at a 
price which is for the chassis only, 
the body is built to suit the purchaser. 
Electric cars are thought a great deal 
of In London, both because of free- 
dom of smell and the Quietness with 
which they can be run. Electrics 
are the only kind of autos allowed 
In Hyde Park between the hours of 
4 and 7, which time is reserved for 
the swell parade 
It Is a driving pa- 


rade, which takes place almost every 
afternoon. There you see all the no- 
btltty of England and all the promi- 
nent members of the House of Parlia- 
ment. 
"It is hard to see Its equal in 
any part of the world. Tou are not 
allowed to go In a hansom or a cab 
or in any hired vehicle except a vic- 
toria or drag We were never stopped 
in England on account of fast driv- 
ing, but saw several other machines 
held up for exceeding the speed limit 
There are some fine trips out of Lon- 
don. 
One of the objections, however, 


IB that in going from the heart of 
London into the country the roads are 
not good 
It takes a long time to 
get to the suburbs, but when once. 
out, the roads are fine. The roada 


along the Thames are especially beau- 
tiful. 
"From Havre we went 
to Paris, 


There are some fine trips around the 
French- capital, and the roads are un- 
equal ed any other place. We drove 
our White over the celebrated Bor- 
deaux road to Spain, the highway on 
which they hold all their endurance 
runs, trials and big races.. 
"In Spain, altogether four weeks on 


our way south, we went through San 
Sebastian and spent a night at Vltoria 
and a night at Burgos. At Burgos 
we saw what Is probably one of the 
finest cathedrals 
(Gothic) In Spain 


and Is second only to the one In Se- 
ville. 
All the little Spanish villages 


are very much alike. Thejj have one 
main street through the village, and 
the others are little alleyways or side 
streets. Burgos Is a little more Im- 
portant than the i>est of the northern 
cities and has good hotels and ac- 
commodations. From Burgos we took 
a short cut to Madrid, spending one I 
night at Aranda, which Is a little out- 
of-the-way village of a typical Span- 
ish nature 
"We took our time going 


into Spain, as It was Interesting to 
us, and we Jogged around the differ- 
ent roads a bit, and from there went 
on to Madrid, left the car at Madrid 
and went south to Cardova and Se- 
ville. At the latter place we visited 
the famous cathedral 
and 
all the 
places of interest and witnessed one 
of the biggest bullfights. The roads In 
southern Spain are very bad. 
"From Seville we went to Granada 


to see the Alhambra, and then back 
to Madrid. Coming back from Mad- 
rid to France we came through Val- 
ladoJld. 
We made the trip In two 


days, stopping one night at Burgos. 
No mishaps all the way, only one 
punctured tire. When we got in rhe 
north It was raining 
From Biarritz 


we went across southern France and 
through the Pyrenees, 
spending a 


night at Pau, and the next day went 
to Toulouse and Carcassone. 
Carca- 


sone Is a walled city dating back from 
the time of the Visigoths, and Is prob- 
ably the best one in Fiance, From 
there we went through Narbon, Fre- 
jus, Neimes and Rambouillet. All of 
these places were very Interesting on 
account of their Roman remains This 
whole country In the early days was 
tributary to the Roman Empire. Tou 
run out of words to express what the 
roads are In France. One thing I par- 
ticularly noticed was 
the 
lack of 


crossroads. 
Tou can go along for 


twenty miles and not meet a cross- 
road 


"In Spain gasoline Is often very dif- 
ficult to obtain, and I would advise 
any one touring there to Inquire ahead 
for same. They also charge a great 
deal for It. Some places we paid aa 
high has 90 cents a gallon."

- The 
Oceanic Steamship Company, a Spreckcls 
property which defaulted In Its semi- 
annual Interest last January, paid It todav 
the amount being $60,175. 
It will de- 


fault on Its Julv semi-annual Interest duo 
Monday, but will have an equity period 
of six months, or until the end of the 
>ear. In which to pay. By this mfeans 
the Spreckels family will get an aldl- 
tlonal breathing spell, ao to speak, and 
will before the end of the year elthe- 
arrange for a new company or else con- 
fess Judgment and allow the five steam- 
ships of the company to be sold for the 
benefit of the bondholders. 


The bonds outstanding amount to $2,- 


405,000 and bear 5 per cent interest. In 
the past two or three years »,they have 
had a bad slump and are now quoted at 
30 bid and 55 asked. The 26,449 shares 
of outstanding stock have no market 
value. They are all held in the Spreckels 
family and It is understood the latter 
also holds at least half the {bonds. 
The company is indebted 
to the 
Spreckels family for an overdraft of S2,- 
000,000. In case the Unloit Trust Com- 
pany, as trustee for the bondholders, has 
,»to sell the five vessels owned by the 
"company it is said by tho^e who know 
that if the vessels bring at auction ,the 
face value of the bonds the holders of 
the latter can congratulate themselves. 
So there is every prospect In case of a 
sale that tho Spreckels family will lose 
their overdraft and -have the shares of 
stock as so much waste paper. 
Several months ago the company aban- 
doned its Australian service and by the 
existing collapse of the corporation the 
Sprockets family is out about $7,000,000, 
and the general public, which held some 
of the stock at one time, and still hold? 
lome of the bonds, about 14,000,000. So 
t Is considered the worst 
steanaahlD 
allure In the history of the Pacific coast 
and one of the worst In the country, 
eople who invested In Its stock and bonds 
and lost heavily ascribe the failure to 
bad management, while John D. Spreck- 
els, its president, insists that the com- 
>any was never able to rally from th-j 
•epeated droughts that affected Australia 
or several years In succession and which 
cut off a profitable revenue from the 
company's steamers.

BERKELEY BAILIFF IS AN 


EXPERT 
WITH 
FIREARMS 


C A. Becker Made Record as Fighter of 


Redskins Down in Arizona Desert 


Many Years Ago. 


BERKELEY, June 29.—Charles A. 


Becker, a member of the Berkeley 
police force, where he acts a* bailiff 
in the Police Court, la a marksman 
of no mean caliber. He ha* a record 
that places him in the front rank of 
revolver shots, and Is equally expert 
with the rifle, although he does Hot 
care for the latter sp"ort to the extent 
he does for the revolver. 


It was In the late 'SO's and early 
'90's that Becker was a regular army 
soldier, serving in the Sixth 
United 
SUtes cavalry, and most of his cam- 
paigning waa done in Arizona. It waa 
while in the army he became profl- 
clent in the use of firearms, and later, 
when he knew how to hit the mark 
ev<-ry time the redskins fought shy of 
him when he was on the skirmish. 


After leaving the ranks of the regu- 
lar army, he served in the ranks ol' 
the National Guard of California. 
He ha« won many medals for good 
marksmanship, and, although it is 
se\en»l years since he has competed 
in 
target' contests, his hand la as 
steady and his eye as keen as ever. 


CTRING POSITION. 


Becker has his own particular po- 
sition when firing a pistol at a target. 
For years he has studied and was on 
th« look out for the best and most ef- 
ficient way to discharge a niearm. 
When 
firing, 
he 
faces the target 


squarely, with the right foot slightly 
in advance. The third and fourth fin- 
gers of the pistol hand are so placed 
an to permU the point of the butt to 
rest on thetn, thua steadying the pis- 
tol. 
While taking aim, he does not 
grip the gun tightly, as he says the 
hand shakes most when tensw. He is 
also very particular as to how the 
gun rests in his hand, placing it in a 
position to bring the proper muscles 
of the hands and fingers into play. 
Hi* grip Is alwa>3 tightest at the time 
he pulls the trigger. 
He has competed in several target 
contests and has a medal to show his 
prowess In nearly 
every contest in 
which he has competed 
He has six 
gold medals which he has won at dlf-

Western Pacific Entertains Coun- 


cilmen on Wat«r Front Tour 


of Inspection. 


This afternoon the members of the citv 


council will be the gu«.its of officials of 
the Western Pacific Railroad, who will 
tour the municipal authorities along the 
Water front in a launch for the purpose 
of showing them just what the corpora- 
tion wants hi the way of additional fa- 
cilities. 
The lint Application made by the rail- 
road company, which was granted by 
tbe council, was for a strip bt tide land 
600 feet wide at the shore end and 1000 
feet wide at the water line. 
As this 
grant by some error did not carry out 
to the pier line, the company is now 
asking that tbe center of the 1000-foot 
end be expanded out to th« pier line in 
order that no other concern may get in 
front of it and cut it off from deep watei. 
It aJao (iealres that the "trip shall be 
made a uniform width of 1000 feet from 
shore to deep water, and In addition It 
asks for a working agreement on the 
part of the city by which tt will be 
aaeured that on the north side at least 
»00 feet of the wharf shall remain ciear 
tor the mooring pf vessels and will not 
be rendered useless by the line of piles 
which It n»s been proposed shall be 
driven by the city, 
Th« trip will enable the couaclhnen 
to get a better view and understand- 
ing of the water front situation than 
they now have. Contending Interests 
and th» city's own equity in tb« water 
front make the question of extending 
.privileges an extremely difficult one to 
solve with justice to all concerned. 
The cauncllmen wilt todav Inspect tbe 
Southern Pacific's application (or more 
room. Thin company haa recently stated 
that It contemplated making improve- 
ments upon its wbarflng faeHlUec that 
would call for the immediate expendi- 
ture of si.«oo.o«e. 
It will build another wharf and will 
further Improve Its terminal When that 
baa oeen completed. 
* 
The Western Pacific ha* made the an- 
nouncement that It will inaugurate the 
fastest ferry atceunera on the bay, the 
boat* to make th» trip from shore to 
shore In fifteen minutes. The boatd will 
call for an inveaemtn of $240,000 ->ach. 
They will have a peaaenger capacity of 
IBt* and win be 2JO feet In length. The 
ferry *Hp» will be built stte by aid,- and 
one will b« devoted exclusively to psasen- 
r traffic, th* other to freight only. 
_.ieae will coat a quarter of a million 
dollars and 1.MO.MO feet of lumbe, will 
be required In their construction.

Today United States Attorney Slnis, 
acting under, the Instructions of Judge 
Landls, notified the United States mar- 
shals'at New York, PlttKtield, Mass., and 
Cleveland that tho olL king must be 
found at all hazards and served with a 
subpoena to appear In court in Chicago 
on July 6th. 
Dispatches from the three cities an- 
nounce that, spurred by the order of the 
United States attorney at Chicago, the 
federal process-servers are exerting most 
extraordinary efforts to flnd Rockefeller. 
The richest man In the world is a fugi- 
tive from justice. 


OIL KING 
HIDING.

Francisco disaster has demonstrated 
that the lessons from the Chicago and 
Baltimore fires are still unlearned. The 
same faults in construction continue to 
be repeated. 
The onlv sure way to 


remedy grave defects of this character 
is to enact strict building laws which 
will compel an observance of the es- 
sentials for fire-proof structures. It Js 
quite probable that the new San Fran- 
cisco will be, to a large extent, a du- 
plicate of the former city In previous 
defects olrconstruction." 


MORE SAFEGUARDS NEEDED. 
Prof. Frank Soulp Fays "The dam- 


age Inflicted upon San Francisco from 
tho direct and Immediate effect of tho 
earthquake was relatively small being 
estimated at from 3 to 10 per cent only 
of the total loss; but subsequent ynd 
indirect effect was to paralyze the wa- 
ter supply and Its distributing system, 
start a great conflagration, rentier im- 
possible its extinguishment 
with the 
means at hand, cause the death of at 
east 500 persons, burn appro 'mately 
1500,000,000 worth of proper^, render 
loupeless, homeless 
and miserable 


200;000 people and Jnflict remoter dam- 
ages to business, commerce and labor 
only to be estimated in the future 
when we can see plainly as we may, 
looking backward, that nearly 
all of 
this destruction and suffering might 
have been prevented bj- wise foresight 
and provision, we feel that we must 
send a warning to all the cities of the 
world. Any city that disregards this 
warning will be guilty of a great 
crime." 


"The Baltimore flre and the San 
Francisco flre," says Captain Sewell, 
as well as many other,fires and fire 
tests, have proved quite conclusively 
that commercial methods of fire-proof- 
ing are inadequate to stand any real 
test. In the majority of <;ases the steel 
work is fairly well protected, but the 
number of failures is sufficiently great 
to ahow 
that the 
factor of safety 
again**, flre is not by any means what 
It should be." 


The experts maintain that' the de- 
fects in the so-called fire-proof build- 
ings are not confined to San Franctscb, 
Baltimore and 
Chicago, where there 
have been great conflagrations, but are 
general in all pf the big cities through* 
out the country.
